ACROSS PRAIRIES 


Collingwood Schrieber is Satisfied 
With G. T. P. Construction— 
Going West From Here. 


Eizht hundred ana eighteen miles 
west of Winnipeg is an indication 9: 
the progress which has been made in 
the construction of the new trans- 
Aontinental line. The track laying 
machine, Saturday evening, was 
twenty-three milles west of central 
point in Edmonton, heading for the 
Pembina River. The gravel cars nad 
reached 2 point within « spile and a 
half of the Clover Bar bridge and the 
lifting gang, which completes the 
ballastingg on the line, was within 
eleven miles of the bridge. 

These facets are atiributed to Col- 
lingwooe. Schreiber for many years 
government inspector of railway con 
struction in the Dominion. Mr. Sch- 
reiber arrived at the C.N.R. station

the line. He expressed his satisfac 
tion at the workmanship which has 
been put into the G.T.P. declaring 
that it would be by far the beet linc 
across the prairies. The work was 
advancing quite satisfactorily but it 
was evident that the inspector would 
| pleased to set more men, on *he 
s@ifts. He feared that with the up- 
proaching harvest and the good wages 
obtainable from the farmers, it would 
be diffieult to keep the required quota 
of men on the grade, 

Development is Wonderful. 

“It is wonderfal to see the rapid 
developmett of the country all along 
the line,” said Mr. Schreiber. ‘1 
could name a half dozen towns that 
will surely be places of considerable 
size some day in the near future. 
Freight sneds ave being rushed to 
completion and elevators are rising 
against the sky in a surprising man 
ner, The crops are looking «splendid 
although I expected to see them a 
little farther advanced than they are, 
In Ontario a great deal of the gram 
is in stook while along the G,T.P. 
it will be two weeks before the -.ur- 
vest is under way.’ 

Mr. Sclireiber will await in Edmon- 
ton the arrival of B. B. Kelliher, 
chief engineer of the G.T.P., and the 
two ,accompanied by J. R. Loftus, 
private secretary to Mr. Schreiber, 
will set out on horseback for Woif 
Creek and the Macleod River. The 
contract for the section of the line 
from Wolf Creek to the Yellowhead 
Pass has recently been let to Foley, 
Welch and Stewart and a final sur- 
vey of the course will he made before 
the grading begins. It is the inten- 
tion of the contrators to try,to com 
plete this before winter sefs in +o 
that they may continue heavy rock 
work still further west during winter. 

Made Trip Before. 

Two years ago Mr. Schreiber made 
the trip in the saddle, from Edmon 
ton straight through to the Yellow- 
head. Mr. Schreiber is no longer a 
young man but he seems to have no 
hesitation about making the rathet 
arduous journey. 

Speaking about the progress of the 
work generally, the inspector said 
that one hundred miles of the line 
from Prince Rupert east is now being 
completed and the contract will short 
ly be let for an additional one hun 
dred and thirty miles. leaving a dis- 
tance still remaining to be contracted 
for in the mountainous section ‘f 
about four hundrea and fifty miles 
The total distance from Wolf Creek 
to Prince Rupert is 8386 miles and st 
is on this stretch that the G.T.P. 
will now bend all its energy. 

On returning from Wolf Creek Mr. 
Schreiber will preceed to Prince Ru 
pert via Vancouver and wil! make 
a tour of inspection over the line from 
the Coast inland as fer as the con 
tract has been let, This undertaking 
will occupy the attention of the in- 
spector for the remainder ofthe year.

CZAR’S RECOGNITJON 
OF RUSSIAN DUM 


This is the Important Part of the 
Meeting Last Week Between the 
Empercr and the King at Cowes— 
Monarchists Foaming at Mouth. 


London, Aug. 8—Outside of the Cre. 
tan ¢risis, the event of the past week, 
so far as urope, and more especi- 
ally Russia, ia concerned, has been 
the visit of the Czar to Ch@rbourg 
and Cowes, From an_ international 
point of view the visit was well plan- 
ned; everybody coneernod did their 
best to avoid ruffling the sensibilities 
of anybody else. IL saw Minister of 
Foreign Affairs Iswoleky soon after 
the visit and he was then most em- 
phatic in declaring that the Reval- 
Anglo-Russian approachment had no 
point against Germany. Nobody be- 
lieved him in Germany then. He has 
just repeated the same assurance aft- 
er the meeting of the Gear and the 
King at Cowes, and nobody believes 
him either in Germany or anywhere 
else. That, in a nutshell is the dif- 
ference between last year and this, 
It is a triumph of tact and judicious 
silence and not less judicious speech. 

That the meeting of the Czar and 
King in the midst of an imposing dis- 
play of Britain’s naval strength 
should have tranquilized rather than 
alarmed the jealous susceptibilities of 
Berlin and Vienvia is natural,sbut this 
was the least important part of the 
Cowes interview. 
The speeches of the King and Czar 

which emphatic recognition was 
of the important representa 
tive character of members of the 
Duma, who have, been visiting us, 
have fallen like a flash of lightning 
across the somewhat large Muscovite, 
horizon, The extreme Monarchists, 
more autocratic than the autocrat, 
are foaming at the mouth against this 
international proclamation oi import- 
ance which the Czar attaches to the 
Duma, The Liberals, natugally, are 
xultant for one of the chief objects 
of tneir visit to England was, as one 
of them explained to me, to obtain 
such a declaration which would for- 
ever commit the Czar to the path of 
constitutional progress, They bave ob- 
tained it and their success is the best 
refutation of the argument by which 
the English labor party attempted to 
justif opposition to the Czar’s 
visit.

Britain’s Monarch Takes a Flyer in 
U. S. Steel Common. 


*Now York, Aug. 8.—King Edward 
is credited with having cleared over 
$1,000,000 after three months’ speca 
lating in United States steel stocks. 
Wall street is circulating the report 
and hints that J. P. Morgan gave 
Edward a tip on the bull market. It 
was three month’s ago when King 
Edward’s agents went into Wall 
street for steel. A short time before, 
Mr. Morgan liad visited tue’ King at 
Windsor. Shortly after the interview 
a big brokerage house in Wall street, 
received heavy orders from the King’s 
agents to purchase steel common. At 
that time steel common was bought 
from $50 up in the King’s aceount, 
and 59,000 shares were acquired. Dui- 
ing the three months that followed, 
American stocks had a big boom and 
on the advancing wave of prosperity, 
the price of steel common rose siead- 
Hy. Saturday it closed at 76 14. In 
addition to the gain, the financial dis 
trict considers tne extra dividend de- 
clared by the Steel trust during =e 
last quarter of a year and foots up 
the Kin}’s profits at more than a mt!- 
lion doHars.

That Edmonton is recognized as one 
of the greatest jobbing centres in the 
West is evidenced by the recent es- 
tablishment inthis city of a secre 
tary’s oiffce of the Northwest Com: 
mercial Travellers’ Association. 

R. M. McGowan, local manager oi 
thre Jas. McCready & Co.'s wholesale 
boot and shoe house on Third street, 
and at one time president of the 
above influential organization, dis- 
cussed with the board of directors in 
Winnipeg, last June, the advisability 
of establishing a secretary's office ir 
Edmontan. His request met with 
success and Mr. McGowan will him 
self take charge of the local business 
connected therewith, 

Hitherto commercial travellers’ cer- 
tificates, entitling the holders to the 
commercial traveller rates on all rail- 
way lines, have been issued to Al- 
berta travellers at Calgary. It will 
be a matter of satisfaction and con- 
venience to the representatives of 
wholesale houses in Edmonton to 
known that the eertificates can now 
be secured in this city. 

Mr. McGowan has secured lists of 
the local manufacturers and wholesale 
houses in Edmonton, and, as far as 
can be learned, there are forty-three 
manufacturers and sixty-two whole- 
Sale firma. 

One Hundred Travelling Men, 

It is calculated that the business 
which these firms do out of Edmon 
ton gives employment to fully one 
hundred commercial travellers. It 
has been the practice of the majority 
of these travellers to secure their 
commercial certificates in Calgary, 
with the result that the Edinonton tra- 
vellers have been included in the 
list of the commercial travellers do- 
ing wusiness out from Calgary. 

“The organization has some 3,500 
members in the west,’ said Mr. Me- 
Gowan to the Bullttin today. ‘The 
certificate of membership entitles the 
holder to a $1,000 accident insurance 
policy and mortuary benefit with a 
maximum of $606. The effect of dhe 
office here will be a great conythi- 
ence to the buainess men of Edmon 
ton and it will have the effect of de- 
monstrating throughout the Dominion 
the position which Edmonton has at- 
tnined as a jobbing centre.”

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CANADIANS SMOKING 
FEWER CIGARETTES. 


Ottawa, Aug. &—There were 
30,000,000 fewer cigarettes 
smoked in Canada last year 
than the year before. The de- 
cline is held to be efitirely 
among boys of 16 years of un- 
der, and to be entirely due to 
the restrictive legislation put 
through parliament by the 
government during the session 
of 1908, 

It is believed that the law 
actually prevented the smok- 
ing of from forty to fifty mil- 
lion cigarettes by the boys of 
the country, as the consump- 
tion was increasing and if it 
had jt not been for the law there 
would have been an increase 
of irom ten! te twenty million 
instead of a decrease of thirty 
million, 

This is a fair assumption as 
the consumption was increas- 
ing each year and during the 
six years prior to 1908 the in-

G. T. P, WILL BE 
GREAT SUCCESS 


Rapid Development of Canadian 
Northwest Assures This, Says 
Sir Charles Rivers Wilson. 


St. Paul, Minn., Aug. 8.—Although 
two of the greatest railroad builders 
in the world were in St. Paui today 
they did not meet. Sir Charles Riv- 
ers Wilson, president of the G.T.R. 
accompanied by a party of London 
stockholders of that road, arrived last 
right on a special tratrover the Chi- 
cago, Milwaukee and 8t. Paul rat 
way. The party spent the day quie.- 


ly. In answer to ueéstions as 
to whether he expect to meet 
James J. Hill, Sir Charles said: 


“No plans have been made for such 
an event. I do not know what wil! 
be done.” 


Most of the day was spent sight- 
flaining 


seeing. 

“There are no -matters 
to railroad connections to be consid- 
ered during our stay in St. Paul,” he 
said in reply to questions about the 
possibility of the Grand Truuk secur- 
ing a Chicago connection. “This 
trip is purely one of pleasure com- 
bined with the intention of inspecting 
our own line in Canada. We expect 
to see about all of our own line and 
will spend the next month travelling, 
We expect to return to London about 
September 10 and the interim will 
be used to familiarize ourselves with 
what we possess in the way of rail 
roads properties.” 

Speaking of his own road, Sir Char- 
les said: “I am mere convineed than 
ever that the G.T.P. road is going to 
be a great success. The development 
of the Canadian Northwest ie  pro- 
gressing rapidly, for like the Pacific 
Northwest, it is a country of marvel- 
ous resources. That portion of the 
Grand Trunk between Edmonton and 
Fort William will he completed hy 
September 1, and we expect to ride, 
over it on our return journey. The 
entire road will be completed by Dee- 
ember 1, 1911, in accordance with the 
agreement between us and the Cana 
dian government. The finances of the 
company are in good shape. We 
have just placed ten milljon in bonds 
with London bankers at three per 
cent, interest. The bonds are guar- 
anteed by the Canaan government 
and were sold inside of one hour after 
the lists were opened for bids.” 

The original plan ineiuded a visit 
to the Yellowstone Park, but that has 
been cut out and the party will leave 
Monday morning over the Northern 
Pacific road for Seattle. From there 
they will go to Canadian points, 
visiting in turn Victoria, Vancouver, 
Prince Rupert, Calgary, Edmonton 
and Winnipeg. The journey by rail 
will end at Fort William, where the 
party will board for the east and sail 
from New York for England Septem- 
ber 15. 


KING GUSTAVE INTERVENES 


Sweden's Monarch Essays to Settle 
Great Striks, But Fails, 


Stockholm, Aug. 8—The tie-up of 
the business of the country as @ fre-

The result of the conference has 
not yet appeared, but apparently the 
King’s efforts'fior a peaceful solution 
of the trouble was without result, for 
tonight it was s«nmnounced that the 
printers would tomorrow strike, and 
the National Labor Union issued a 
proclamation that beginning tomor- 
row every day or other wagon, whose 
driver ig not wearing a union permit 
badge, will be stopped by strikers. No 
exception, it is stated, would be made 
for owners driving their own wagons. 
The union further attempts to frust- 
fate the attempt ot the Stockholm 
street car company to start ite cars 
tomorrow on the important lines with 
the aid of the company’s officials and 
strike breakers. More than 1,000 tele- 
graph and telephone empioyees wi! 
strike on Wednesday. 

The Employees’ Association is pay- 
ing out $400,000 daily to support its 
weaker men, The cash in the associ- 
ation’s tréasury is sufficient to keep 
up this support for three weeks, and 
when the funds in the treasury are 
exhausted the association has a re- 
serve fund of $4,500,000, which may 
be used. The strikers daily are re- 
ceiving large contributions from Den- 
mark, Norway, Finland, Germany and 
Belgium.

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TAKE THEM IN HAND. 
The animals and the acrobats are 
not the only novelties and curiosities 
brought by the cireus. There are 


other performers whose coming is not 
advertised, but whose presence is 
abundantly manifest and of whose ae- 
complishmenta we hear a-plenty after 
the ball is over. These include the 
short-change artist, the gambler of a 
hundred breeds, the side-shows where 
atrocities are put on which would not 
be tolerated in any play-house in the 
city; and the kith and kin of these 
by scores or huhdreds, pursuing by 
ways that are dark and by tricks that 


are smooth, their common end of 
robbing the publie, That they accom. 
plish their purpose witness the out- 
ery that invariably heralds the depar- 
ture of the show, when sadder but 
wiser men and women resolve to elim- 
inate the cireua from their future list 
of engagements. True, the police are 
usually on the spot, but usually in 
altogether insufficient force, and some- 
times many of them with no very 
clear idea of what is and what is not 
an infraction of the law. With the 
force at their disposal the police of- 
ficers of a city are usually hopelessly 
unable to watch every department of 
a circus, though every department of 
it seems to need continuous watch 
ing. In consequence the coming of 
the circus is understood to be a time 
when the wise man keeps both hands 
on his valuables and when the man 
who misses anything might as well 
keep his mouth shut for a'l the 
chance of recovering it. There is not 
of course any really good reason, nor 
any tolerable excuse, why these 
tribes of bandits should be allowed to 
descend on a community in this 
fashion and plunder its people 
Though they appropriately travel with 
the hyena and the snakes and dis- 


port themselves in raiment such as 
Solomon never dreamed of, this gives 
them no immunity from the ‘common 
law,” or should not do so, It is the 
duty of city officials to prepare for the 
coming of a cireus as for the advent 
of an epidemic fore-announced, to en- 
roll policemen, tear down their lock- 
ups and build larger if necessary, and 
to generally prepare the warmest kind 
of a warm reception for the fiimdlam 
brigade, Edmonton is exceptionally 
well situated to handle this matter 
properly, The city owns the exhibi- 
tion grounds, A circus should not be 
allowed to show anywhere inside the 
city except on tht grounds. Next thy 
license should not be $250 per day, but 
$1,000 per day, and a large part of 
the extra $750 should be spent in 
wages for special constables, No de 
partnient of the show should b> left 
for a moment during the performances 
without the fatherly serutiny of a 
policeman who knows his duty and 
is thoroughly prepared to do it, A 
clause might with propriety be insert- 
ed in the license too, making the man- 
agement of the show responsible for 
the conduct of the side-shows, attend 
ants and attaches. Then if things went 
wrong the city would have something 
to lay hands on—the whole menagerie 
from the monkeys to the manager— 
and to hold onto until the matter was 
#traightened out. It may be objected 
that this would prevent the circus 
coming to town. If so we are better 
off' without it for a show that cannot 
be run on the straight is of no benefit 
to the community. The harpies that 
prey on the public come with. the 
show whether they are part and parcel 
ol it or not, If the management were 
made responsible for them there would 
be a gratifying searcity of the fra- 
ternity in future, 


4 GETTING IN TOUCH. 


- The West is receiving unusual! at- 
tention from menibers of the Federal 
Government during the recess. The 
Secretary of State took a leisurely 
jaunt through these provinees during 
the last month, The Minister of pub 
lic works is now on his way east after 
spending some weeks in the country 
west of the lakes. The Minister of 
Agriculture ia to visit the western ex- 
perimental farms during the present 
month, Sir Richard Cartwright is to 


come West soon, though his age will 
probably prevent any lengthy itiner- 
ary. The Minister of the Interior is 


that he deprecates exceedingly the mis- 
chievous use made of tne word ‘prac- 
tical’ in agricultural diseuesion today. 
However, the fact that he has tempered 
theory finely with practice will lend ped- 
haps a «pecial interest and value to his 
op nione 

I began the interview by telling Pro- 
fessor Wicksen that a report wae being 
circulated in our Province of Alberta 
that the college of agriculture over 
which he presides was a failure as part 
of the general universite plan, and had 
in consequence been separated from the 
university. He emiled broadly and en- 
quired upon what information or autn- 
ority this report claimed to rest. When 
he iearned that the evidence had been 
taken in Bezeman, Montana, and at 
some point in Wisconsin, he wae not 
surprised that the facts had become 
somewhat obscured, but thought it rath- 
er strange that no attempt had been 
made te secure reliable information in 
California itself. To exhibit at once to 
me the true relation of things at Berke- 
ley and things at Davie he placed in my 
hands a copy of Circular No, 29 of the 
College of Agriculture, University of 
California, Berkeley, entitled ‘Prelimin- 
ary Announcement concerning Instrne- 
tion in Practical Agriculture upon the 
University Farm, Davis, Cal'fornia.’ 
Your readers will observe no doubt, Mr. 
Editor ,that-this is a bulletin of the Col- 
lege of Agriculture which is:a part of 
the state university at Berkeley, In this 
cireular, paragraph 2, are quoted from 
the act of the 1905 leg'slature these il- 
luminating words: ‘The instruction (on 
the university furm) shall be conducted 
in connection with, and as a part of, the 
College of Agriculture of the University 
of California, I faney, Mr. Editor, that 
it is searecely worth while elaborating on 
this point further, 

Professor Wickson then very kindly 
explained to me in brief the plan of 
agricultural instruction operating in the 
State of California. It ie organized en- 
tireiy under the university’s College of 
Agriculture, for Which a large new 
building ie to be erected presently at 
Berkeley owing to the impossibility of 
accommodating the rapidly increasing 
number of students in agticultural 
courses, Here, as in the past, will be 
given the training necessary to make a 
man an expert scientific agricultur'sts, 
able to deal with agricultural problems 
from the chemical and physical stand- 
point’ and to undertake all sorts of valu- 
able research work, The admissicn  re- 
quirements to the college and the re- 
quirements for graduation remain, as 
they alwaye have been, as high as those 
set for the other colleges of the univer 
sity, Professar Wickson believing that 
igriculture is a profession which re 
quires a training at least as high and as 
broad as any other. ‘Lt is important,’ 
save Professor Wickson ‘to show that a 
thorough agricultural course not only 
leads to vecational expertness and suc 
ees, but is promotive of manhood and 
ficient citizenship. . . . To be a 
man among men has never been suffic- 
iently considered an agricultural aitri- 
bute.’ Then there is the farm school at 
Davis under the control of the College 
f Agriculture, and shortly there will be 
a second like it in Freeno; here the work 
is strictly of what may be called a tech- 
nical trade«chool character, dealing 
with improved methods of preforming 
wdinary farm process. Professor Wick- 
son emphasized as strongly as Dr. H'l- 
gand the vest difference between such an 
agricultural trade-school and a univers- 
ty faculty of agricultre, pointing out 
that the former with all its undisputed 
usefulness could never serve a state in 
that deep-reaching manner pceesble to 
the ecientific investigations of the latter, 
| asked next what in Professor Wick- 
son's opinion was the eentiment among 
he California farmer with regard to 
the work of the College of Agriculture. 
He replied that the relations between 
the farmer and the college had never 
been better than tcday and that the re- 
ations constantly improved the better 
the work of the college became kaown 
Par from being a failure, the work of 
the college could with certainty be 
haracter.zed by a very genuine appli 
ation of the word success, 

Professor Wickeron aeserted very post 
tively, even more so than Dr, Hilgard, 
hat practically all of the graduates of 
he college of agricuture took up agri- 
ulture as a lJife-calling; he thought it 
safe to affirm that there was no college 
in the university in which the leakage 
f students from the specific object of 
their training was less. It was truce that 
they did not go back te the farm in the 
strict sence of the words for the reason 
that the College of Agriculture had 
never been able fully to meet the de- 
nands for its trained graduates to serve 
us leaders, teachers and experts, Like 
Dr. Hilgard he judged that for some 
onsiderable time the production of such 
nen would be pre-eminetnly the work of 
the university college of agriculture, 

I asked Professor Wickson what the 
trend was today among American col- 
ieges on this question of amalgamation 
versus separation, He quite coincided 
with Dr. Hilgard’s opinion, that experi- 
nce persistently dictated amalgamation, 
ind thought there was very little doubt 
that those states in which separation 
had been effected would welcome an op- 
portunity to escape, if it were possible 
from the halving of energy and duplica 
tion of plant which separation entials. 
He referred me to a passage in one of 
his printed addresses (College of Agri- 
ulture Cireular 21) where he points out 
that the statistics of a number of the 
‘eading ‘separatist’ agricultural colleges 
in the United States showed not more 
than twenty per cent. of the students 
choosing the agricultural course, and 
that as a matter of fact these institu- 
fions had all extended their curricula 
by the addition of classical, literary, ana 
ther subjects. ‘These facts’ he con- 
tinues, ‘prove that the isolation of the 
subject of agriculiure is no move desir- 
able than the isolation of the students 
cf agriculture.’ 

l have arranged for one more inter- 
view upon th's tople of agricultural edu- 
cation in California; Professor Ander 
son, director of the etate farm at Davis, 
will favor me eorly this month with an 
expression of his opinions, IT trust that 
this trio of interviews will when com 
vleted prove a real contribucien te the 
formation ef a sound public judgment

their various departments. It is sig- 
nificant of the tremendous change in 


the relative importance attached to 
the Western country by the Govern- 
ment of the Dominion. It is not so 
long since the visits of Federal Min 
isters to the West were like some other 
visits, “few and far between.”’ Then 
“Canada” meant the eastern pro- 
vinces. But the West of today is not 
the West of even ten yeare ago. In- 


crease of population is winnimg for us 


a steadily increasing representation 


in Parliament and a more audible 
voice in the nation’s affairs. Econom- 
ically, too, the West has made good. 
It has gone through the experimental 
stage and demonstrated that it is the 
biggest half of Canada in resources 
and promise as well as in area, There 
is not, therefore, the latitude foi 
skepticism regarding our future that 
existed a few years ago. The question 
is not now whether the West will 
justify the expenditure of “public 
money on Government enterprises and 
public services, but which of the 
works should be undertaken first. The 
country has passed the problematical 


stage wheneastern members and per- 
haps Ministers too, wondered whether 


this country was after all pretty much 
of a ialse alarm, end considered the 
reservation of judgment and __ post- 
ponement of action to be the course 
of wisdom. There is now on the part 
of Ministers and of leading menibers 
of the House a clear and enthusiastic 
recognition that the West is and will 
be all that it has been claimed for 
it, and that its equipment with the 
public works and services which it is 
the business of the Federal Govern- 
ment to supply should proceed as 
rapidly as possible. The question of 
the hour is where to begin and what 
to do first. The probabilities are that 
Western Canada will make large in- 
roads on the Dominion treasury in 


the next fow years for the erection of 
public buildings, the construction of 
public works and services which it is 
tal and customs systems, and other 
agencies of civilized life which are 
supplied thereirom, We shall certain- 
ly have to do so if these things are to 
be kept abreast of our advancement, 
It is satisfactory, therefore, to find the 
Ministers touring the country, giving 
personal attention to its conditions 
and “sizing up” the requirements in 
connection with their several depart- 
ments, Seeing is believing when the 
West is the object of vision The 
Ministers are seeing the West and 
themselves testify to the belief their 
observations indace, There is every 
reason to hope and expect their faith 
will bo attested by the appropriate 
works, 
THE “WHY” OF IT. 

At a recent banquet tendered him 
by the Eighty Club Mr. Asquith turn 
ed aside ‘from the stormy controversy 
over the budget and the Govermnent’: 
social reform program to indicate the 

tiel principles on which Liberal- 
ism rests and for which it exists 
With characteristic force and grace 
he outlined these 

“As regards the Empire, to secure 
real unity by allowing the freest di- 
versity and the fullest liberty of self- 
development in all its members; 

“As regards property to make it 
secure by divesting it of injustice; 

“Ae regards political authority, to 
make it stable by resting it upon the 
broadest possible basis of popular re- 
sponsibility; 

“As regards religion, to remove from 
it the odium of an alliance with po- 
litical disabilities; 

“As regards trade, to make it world- 
wide by opening our own markets here 
at home to everybody; 

“And, finally, as regards the liberty 
of the individual citizen, to make it 
a reality instead of a sham by uni 
versal education and by an ever-rising 
standard of humane conditions both 
in the factory and in the home.’ 

These trite axioms are not the 
ground work and basis of Liberalism 
in Britain alone, They convey the 
spirit and purpose of Liberalism wher- 
ever it is found. Through allegiance 
to these cardinal principles .Liberal- 


ism has won its triumphs in Canada, 
and while the party remains faithful 
to them it will continue to shape the 
future and mould the destiny of this 
offshoot of the Old Land.

ing necessity for such an institution 
in our city, and only those who are 
intimately connected with the home 
realize what a relief it has been to 
the many poor families who have 
had their children cared for, when 
through illness or other causes they 
were unable to look after them. 

The president, Mrs. Cautley, report. 
ed the wook to be progressing very 
Satisfactory, At Dyggpent there are 
thirteen permanent children in the 
home, nine of whom are under one 
year of age. During the month of 
July four permanent children were 
admitted, In two of these cases the 
mothers are very ill in the hospital 
and it was impossible to engage any- 
one to look after the children in theiy 
own homes. Two babies were with 
drawn during the month. One return- 
ed to the parents and the other baby 
was adopted into a particularly good 

; 


and comfortable home. 
Many women have been glad to 
take advantage of the Creche and 


leave their children there during the 
day while they are at) work. The 
daily attendance varied during the 
month#from fourteen children to twen- 
ty-two, The monthly attendance was 
420 children. é 

The board of management begin to 
realize that the present quarters are 
much too smail as the president is 
continually ooliged to refuse admit 
tance to very deserving cases, It wiil 
be necessary before the winter te 
find a much larger home in order t> 
meet the necessity.
